Herself.

But, in regard lo the fact, 
that we need not depend upon any other State 
or people for sugar. The invaluable tree called 
the sugar maple is at home in Maine. It springs 
naturally and grows as thriftily as do the 
pines on the sands of the south. 

We suppose it is for that reason,for weenn- 

it think of any other, that it is so neglected. 
On the principle that every one despises 
:an get easiest—we hew dawn and de¬ 
stroy it. A strange infatuation this! 
hail to semi to the celestial empire for 
when obtained, were under the necessity of] 
cultivating and nourishing it in order to obtain 
the juice for the purposes of making sugar, ev¬ 
ery body would be on the alert. Land would 
be set apart for its use—nurseries lie planted, 
and every fanner would not think himself well 
established until lie had obtained an acre or two 
in flourishing order. Now there is neither de¬ 
sire, nor care, nor trouble about it. Very few 
indeed of those who have been provided by 
nature with ibis magnificent tree use any sort 
of method or system in their operations of man¬ 
ufacturing sugar. It isn sort of “belter skelter ” 
business with them, made at odd jobs, without 
apparatus or conveniences, and without air 
great care or skill. Now we lay it down as 
fact, that there are maple trees enough in th 
State to ufford three times as much sugar as i 
used per annum in the State. If you do nc 
believe it, take a tour throughthe immense foi 
ests on the frontier,—count for one day, the 
stately maples that tower up on every side, and 
you will soon be convinced that we put the es¬ 
timate full lowenough. We do not know how 
much sugar each person consumes in a year, 
if the consumption were averaged. Some 
English statistics which we examined not long 
since, allowed 20 lb. per fiend in that kingdom. 
We do not think so much is used here. Nei¬ 
ther do we know how much maple sugar 
actually made, for although the legislature at 
the last taking of the valuation, ordered that 
the amount made in each town should be put 
upon the record; yet they seem determined 
that the people slia'I not know any thing about 
ii, unless they go to the State House and hunt 
il up for themselves. They do’nt seein inclin¬ 
ed to publish any thing about it. So we are 
left to guess it out ns well as we can. There 
are 500,000 (five hundred thousand] people in 
Maine. Grouping these into families of five 
each, and allowing fifty pounds to a family, or 
ten pounds to an iudivinuaf, it will make 5,000- 
000(five millions) pounds, consumed every year 
in Maine. Now, allowing the average price of 
sugar, at retail, to lie 8 cents per lb., it will a- 
inounr to $400,000 (four hundred thousand)an¬ 
nually spent for the single article of sugar. Il 
is no great job for a family to make fifty lb. of 
sugar where the trees are full grown, ft would 
require only fifty trees, allowing only one pound 
to a tree. Why do we despise this signal boun¬ 
ty of Providence, nay destroy it, as we do, from 
the face of the earth, and turn our hungry fa¬ 
ces to the caoefields of rhe torrid south lor su¬ 
gar, mingled, as it is, with the sweat and mis¬ 
ery of the toiling and down-trodden slave. 

Why do we, instead of planting and cherish¬ 
ing the maple, use every exertion to sweep it 
from the face of the earth, nod then pour out 
our money lo the Southern planter lor the very 
article that we have so wantonly destroyed ?— 
Four hundred thousand dollars saved lo us by 
using the boon which heaven has placed at our 
very doors, would go far towards hushing the 
cry of hard times among us. Four hundred 
thousand dollars, taken eveiy year from our 
forests, and yet those forests left uudiniinished 
in vigor and strength and beauty, would in a 
few years, place us in an independent position, 
and enable tis to do much in fulfiling the high 
destiny God seems to have allotted us, if we 
would only use the means which he has scat¬ 
tered so profusely around us. Would lo heav¬ 
en we could arouse every man, woman and 
child to a proper sense of their duty upon this 
subject, trite and common as it nmv appear to 
•hem, until every one of them should look up¬ 
on the Maple as a sacred tree, and not a parti¬ 
cle of sugar be used but what was made in our 
own borders.—[Maine Fanner.]

The Journal of Commerce says the death 
of Coll by his own hand—thus adding sui¬ 
cide to murder—will abate much of the sym¬ 
pathy which would otherwise be be fell in 
his behall ; for it goes to confirm the justice 
of his sentence, by proving him destitute of 
moral principle. On the post mortem ex¬ 
amination it was found that the knife had 
penetrated oue and a half inches in the left 
venticle of the heart. The flames in the 
cupola were speedily extinguished without 
any injury to 'he main building, and are sup¬ 
posed to have originated from accident, 
though the coincidence of the fire with 
the announcement of Colt’s death, inclin¬ 
ed many to believe that his reported 
death and the firing of the prison, 
different parts of some plan to deliver him 
justice. When however they 
fully satisfied that he was really dead, those 
who had come to witness his execution, all 
speedily and quietly left the prison, and the 
immense concourse of people who were 
side of it, also went away soon after the fire I 
was extinguished. 

There prevailed a very general suspicion 
hat the cupola was set on fire but there is no 
good ground to believe it. A fire is constant¬ 
ly kept there for the accommodation of the 
person employed to keep a look out for fires.

The undersigned having been present 
and witnessed some Mesmeric experiments 
by Dr. S. Whitney of this town, a short 
time since, give the following us a 
brief statement of a fetv of the facts. 

Before repairing to the place designated 
for the meeting, we prepared a room some 
40 or 60 rods from the house in which the 
subject was to be put to sleep. We 
certain that it was not possible for either 
the Dr. or his subject to obtain a kn< 
edge of the true condition of this rt 
from the time it was prepared till we 
rived at the house wlteie the experiments 
were to he tried. When we went in the 
subject was in a Mesmeric slumber. We 
requested that she should be taken to the 
room above mentioned in her imagination, 
which svas done by the Dr. He look her 
to the house, which she had never entered 
in person, and when he had shown her in¬ 
to the room, requested her to he seated,— 
She replied that she should like to have 
the chairs turned up before she sat down. 


SUICIDE OF JOHN C. COLT. 

Governor Seward having peremptorily anti 
for the best of reasons, refused to pardon Colt 
or grant a respite of his sentence, and the 
Chancellor refusing to grant a writ of error, 
preparations for the execution were made at 
an early hour on Friday. We copy the fol¬ 
lowing particulars from the New York pa¬ 
pers: 

At the request of the prisoner, the Sheriff 
deferred the execution till 4 o’clock in the ~ r 
ternoon. Colt’s brother visited him at an e 
ly hour on Friday morning. The prisoner 
terwards dressed himself and was shaved.— 
The crowd around the City Prison at this 
was great, and many were inquiring—“ 
he be hung?”—“ can’t you let us id?”—and 
like questions. The gallows was erected di¬ 
rectly under the window of the prisoner. Al 
9 o’clock Colt partook of the usual breakfast, 
and eat heartily. At about hnlf past 11 o’clock 
Messrs. Graham and Emmett, his counsel vis 
ited his cell and remained about an hotir.- 
A little belore 12 o’clock, Caroline Henshaw 
his mistress,by whom he had a son, still liv¬ 
ing, made her appearance, in company with 
the brother of Colt, and John Howard Paine, 
who enieied the cell with her. 

Colt and Miss Henshaw were then married 
by the Rev. Dr. Anthon, in presence of Da¬ 
vid Graham, Robert Ennnett, Justice Mer- 
rit, the Sheriff, John Howard Payne, aud hit 
brother. She was dressed with n straw bon 
net, green shawl, a claret colored cloak trim¬ 
med with red cord, and a muff. After tbeir 
marriage, Dr. Anthon remained in the cell 
with them a few minutes,and then tbecompa- 
ny left them alone, she remained for nearly 

Colt had been engaged for the past two day: 
in writing a reply to the letter of Governor 
Seward. 

About 1 o’clock, Colt’s brother, Samuel, 
again arrived and entered his cell—he was 
still engaged in conversation with his wife, 
who was sitting ou the foot of the bed convuls¬ 
ed with tears. At Colt’s request, John How¬ 
ard Payne and Lewis Gaylord Clark then 
went in to lake their leave of him. Colt ap¬ 
peared exceedingly pleased to see them; shook 
them cordially by the hand, and conversed 
witli apparent cheerfulness with them for five 
minutes—when they hid him farewell, both of 
them iu tears. Colt’s brother and his wife, 
remained in the cell about five iniuutes longer, 
when both left. 

At 2 o’clock, by request of Colt, his friends 
left, and the cell was closed, no one entering 
it again until five minutes before 4, when the 
Sheriff and his attendant, with a clergyman 
entered,and found Colt laying on his back, 
stretched out at full length on the bed, quite 
dead, but not cold. A clasp knife, like a small 
dirk knife, with a broken handle, was sticking 
in his heat t. He had stabbed himself above 
the fifth rib ou the left side. His temples 
were warm. His vest was open, tbe blood 
had flowed freely, and his hands were very 
bloody. He bad evidently worked and turn¬ 
ed the knife round after he had. stabbed him 
self, until he had made quite a large gash.— 
His body was laid out quite s'raight ot 
bed as if laid out for a funeral by others, 
mouth was open and his eyes partly open.— 
Dr. Hosack and others went into his cell, and 
pronounced him dead. 

The coroner was ready at hand, took charge 
of the body', and locked the cell. 

Most strange to say, just at this moment, :he 
mob on the outside, who had assembled to 
the number of several thousands, forced the 
doors of tbe building, rushing in tumultuous¬ 
ly, and the large cuppla of the Tombs was 
discovered to be on fire and burning furious¬ 
ly ; so that, if he had not killed himself, in co 
sequence of the execution being postponed 
the last moment, it is very probable that 
the confusion arising from the fire, and the 
mob breaking into the Tombs, Colt would 
either have made his escape, or would nol 
have been hung. 

The whole affair is calculated, from the lit- 
-tie we have learned of it, to give the impress¬ 
ion that the means ofsuicide were furnished
